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CONSTITUTION 



Article 1. This Society shaH he hnown as "The Wiscoiwln Stato 
Hortieiiltural Society" and Its location ^all be at the city of Madison, 
Dane county, WlBconsin, where Ite principal olBce shall be maintained. 

Article 2. The object ol this Society shall be the advancement of 
the art and science of horticulture tbrougbout the state. 

Article 3. Thta Society is formed without capital stock. 

Article 4. This Society shall consist of life memberB, annual mem- 
bers, honorary life members, and honorary annual members. WiTea of 
such members shall be entitled to the privileges of full laember^ip. 
The fees for membership stiall be fixed by the Eiecntiye Committee. 

Honorary annual members may, by vote, be elected and Invited to 
participate in the proceedings of the Society. Honorary life members 
sball be elected by vote of the Society, and shall be distinguished for 
special merit in horticultural and kindred Mlences, or shall confer 
some particular benefit upon the Society. 

Article 5. The general officers of the Society shall be a President, 
Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer and an Executive Committee, con- 
sisting of the foregoing officers and one additional member from each 
congressional district, a majority of whom shall constitute a quorum 
at any of Its meetings. 

The officers aforesaid, except the Secretary, shall be elected, by bal- 
lot, at the annual meeting, and shall hold office for one year there- 
after and until their respective succeBsors are elected. The Secretary 
shall be appointed by the Executive Committee at its annual meet- 
ing after the election of officers and shall hold office for one year there- 
after or until his succesBor is appointed. 

Article S. The principal duties of the general offleers shall be as 
follows: 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society and of 
the Executive Committee, shall exercise a genial supervision and 
control ot the business and affairs of the Society, and shall sign all 
leases, deeds and instruments for the transfer, conveyance or assign- 
ment of the corporate property, and all contracts, papers and instru- 
ments necessary or conyentent in the transaction of the huBlness ot 
the Society, and when necessary, acknowledge the same.

The Vice President shall act aa Presidetit in case of tbe absence, dis- 
ability or removal at the Free I dent. 

The Secretary sball conduct thg geheral correBpondeuqe of the So> 
ciety and keep a record of tbe business and of the proceedings at all 
meetings of tile Society and of the Biecutive Committee; he shall keep, 
safely and systematically, all books, records, papers and documents 
belonging or pertaining to the Society or the business thereof; he sball 
countersign all deeds, leases and conveyances, and. when necessary, 
acknowledge the same. 

The Treasurer sball receive and safely keep all moneys, notes, se- 
curities and property of tbe Society, which may come into hia hands 
and shall pay, out or dispose of the same only upon such terms and 
conditions aa the Executive Committee may direct or tbe by-laws pro- 
vide. He sball keep a correct account of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed and shall render such account of the same aa sball be required 
by the Executive Committee or prescribed in the by-laws. And be 
sball execute a bond to the Society, In such sum. and wltb such sure- 
ties, aa the Executive Committee shall approve, conditioned upon tbe 
faithful performance of bis duties, and tor the payment and delivery 
to his successor of all the moneys and property of the Society in hla 
bands or under his control; which bond when approved shall be filed 
with, the Secretary. 

The said officers shall perform such .itber or additional duties aa 
may be required and any of the duties' and powers of said officers - - 
may be performed or exercised, as far as is lawful, by such other 
otBcera, persons or committees as the Executive Committee may 
provide. 

Article 7. The members of the Executive Committee from the 
aeveral congressional dlatrlcts shall be chosen by the delegates of 
their respective county or local societies present at the annual 
meeting of tiia Society, or In case of the absence of delegates from 
such societies or in case of failure to elect, such members shall be 
chosen from amon^ the members of this Society present from such 
districts. But It any district Is not represented the vacancy shall 
be filled by vote of the members of this Society present at the annual 
meeting. 

Article 8, The term "county and local horticultural societies" shall 
Include any organization that shall have tor Its object the advance- 
ment of the interests ot its members in the growing or sale of horticul- 
tural crops: provided that such society acts by authority of a regular- 
ly adopted constitution and makes an annual report to the Secretary 
of the state society. 

Article 9. The Society shall hold its annual meeting for the election 
of officers, exhibition ot fruits, and discussions, in the city of Madlaon, 
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Constitution. 5 

Wisconsin. Ottaer meetings sball be beM at such time and place as 
the Eiecutive Committee may direct. 

Article 10, Only persons holding membersbips according to the 
regulations of the Society shall be members of it. 

Article 11. This Constitution, with the accompanying by-laws, 
may be amended, at any regular meeting of this Society by a two- 
thfrda vote of the members present; provided that such amendment 
la lyeaented in writing. 
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RULES AND BY-LAWS 



Article 1.— MemberBblp. 

Sec. 1. The Secretary ghall decide upon ail applications tor mem- 
berablp in accordance with the Constltutlmi and By-laws of the 
Society. 

Sec. 2. Any member maliciously or Intentionally injuring or work- 
ing in opposition to the Society or its purposes In promoting horticul- 
ture may upon return of hta membership fee be summarily eapelled. 
Article II. — Meetings. 

Sec. 1. The Executive Committee may fix the time and place for 
holding the annual meeting of the Society, if the last meeting thereof 
failed to do so and may call such meeting by giving at least thirty 
days' notice t» each member. Such notice shall be given by the Secre- 
tary, by mailing the same, postage prepaid, to each member at his 
last known address. 

Sec. 2. Notice of a special meeting shall be mailed to each member 
at his last known address by the Secretary at least siK days before 
such meeting is to be held. Such notice shall state the business to be 
transacted and the date, hour and place of meeting, and no businesB 
other than that stated in the notice shall be considered at such meet- 
ing. 
Article III. — Duties of Officers — The President 

Sec. 1. Tbe President shall preside at all meetings of the Society 
and of the Executive Committee; he shall, with the advice of the 
Secretary, call all meetings of the Society if the Executive Commit- 
tee tail so to do; he shall appoint the delegates to the meetings of 
the other State Horticultural Societies; he shall have a general super- 
vision of the business and afialrs of the Society, and he shall deliver 
an annual- address upon some subject connected with horticulture. 

Sec. 2. He shall sign and acknowledge all leaiies, deeds, and In- 
struments tor the conveyance or transfer of the Society's property; 
and all other contracts, papers and Instruments necessary or conven- 
ient in transacting its business. 

Sec. 3. He shall sign all orders drawn on the treasurer for. the 
payment of bills, accounts and claims audited by the Board of Man- 
agers and none other. 
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Rules and By-Laws. 7 

Sec. 4. In case of the absence from aay cause of botii the Presi- 
dent aad Vice President the members present, ff a quorum, dhall 
elect one of tbeir Dumber temporary president. 
Aiticle IV.— The Secretary, 

Sec. 1. The Secretary shall attend to all the correspondence of the 
Society, he «hai1 keep a correct and complete record ot the business 
and oF the prcceedkigB at ali meetings of the memhere and of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Sec. 2. He shall superintend the publication of the Reports of the 
Transactions of the Society and publish or cause to be published such 
special bulletins on timely and appropriate subjects and such special 
reports of the condition and results of experimental work in the Trial 
Orchards and Trial Stations as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Sec. 3. He shall present a detailed report of the aQalrs ot the So- 
ciety at its annual meeting. He shall endeavor to secure reports ' 
from the various committees, and from local societies, of the condi- 
tion and progress of horticulture throughout the state and reL>ort the 
same to the Society. It shall be bis duty to mafce a report to the Oov- 
ernor of the State of the transactions of the Society according to the 
provisions of the statutes for state reports. 

Sec. i. He shall be superintendent of all Trial Orchards and Trial 
Stations. In that capacity he shall supervise the planting and cultl- 
TiAion of, and exercise general control over the same, subject to the 
directions of the Trial Orchard Committee. 

Sec. 5. He shall engroEs in the general record book of the Society 
a true copy of the Constitution. Rules and By-Laws, and all ameni- 
ments thereto and all resolutions of the Society and of the Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 6. He shall keep a rectwd book in which shall be entered the 
names of all members of the Society from Its organization, the place 
of residence, cime of acquiring membership, and Umo of cessation of 
sajue. 

Sec. 7. He shall notify ali persons elected to ofBce within ten days 
thereafter, if such persons were not preEent at the election. 

Sec. 8. He sh^l keep a book in which a correct list of the prop- 
erty of the Society shall be entered. He shall draw all orders, checks, 
etc., ordered by the Executive Committee or Board of Managers and 
countersign the same when signed by the President. 

Sec. 9. He shall keep a stub or record of all orders, checks, etc., 
drawn and delivered, showing the date and amount thereof and to 
whom and for what purpose the same was lEsued. 

Sec. 10. He shall receive all fees for membership, give proper re- 
ceipts lor the same, and unless otherwise directed by the Executive 
Committee, shall pay the money to the Treasurer, taking his receipt 
tberefor.

Article V. — The Treasurer. 

Sec. 1. The Treasurer shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, execute a bond to the Society In Buch sum and with such sure- 
ties as the Executive Commi-ttee may direct, conditioned as provided 
In the Constitution. 

Sec. 2. He shall receive and be responsible for the safe lieeping 
of all money, notee, securities, credits, etc., of any and every nature, 
belonging to the Society ^bicb shall come into his hands. 

Sec. 3. He shall keep proper books of account and a true and 
complete record of all business transacted by him for the Society; 
he shall keep proper vouchers for all money disbursed and shall 
render such accounts and statements of the moneys received, dis- 
bursed and on band, and generally of all matters pertaining to his 
offtce as the Executive Committee may reqiiire or the By-laws direct. 

Sec. 4. He shall disburse the "money of the Society only on the 
written order of the President, countersigned by the Secretary, and 
shall make an annual report of the receipts and disbursements and 
furnish the Secretary with a copy of the same on or before the first 
day of the Annual Meeting. 
Article VI. — The Executive Committee. 

Sec. 1. The Executive Committee shall liave the general care and 
management of the property, affairs, and business of the Society, and 
a majority of its members shall constitute a quorum. The President 
and Secretary of the Society shall be President and Secretary of the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. Meetings of the Committee may be called by the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary, or by the Secretary on the written request of five 
of its members. 

Sec. 3. They shall fix the amount of the Treasurer's bond, the 
number ol his sureties and approve the same. They may require 
any other officer, agent, or employee of the Society to execute a bond 
and prescribe the amount and conditions thereof, and approve the 

Sec. 4. They may prescribe such salary or ccnnpensaUon for any 
officer, agent, or employee of the Society as they may deem proper, 
but not for a longer term than until the next annual meeting of the 
members, nor shall any officer ot the Society be entiUed to or re- 
ceive any benefit, salary or compensation for, on account of, or dur- 
ing the time that he may be absent beyond the boundaries of the 
state unless such absence was at the request and on behalf ot said 
Society. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee riiall have the power to re- 
move any ofllcer for official misconduct or neglect of the duties of 
his office. In case of vacancy In any office, either by resignation, 
removal or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
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by tlie said Committee, but such person shall bold offlce only for the 
unexpired portion «f the term. 

Sec. 6. The Executive Committee thail make such rules and reg- 
ulations for the conduct of the buelneEs of the Society, not inconslet- 
ent with lav, the Conatltutlon. or the Rules and By-Lavs, as they 
shall deem expedient and (or the best Interests of the Society. 
Article VII.— Committees. 

Sec, 1. The President, Treasurer and Secretary shall constitute 
a Board of Managers which may eoaduct any business deemed neces- 
sary for the Society In the absence of the Executive Committee. All 
bills against the Society must be audited by the Board of Managers 
before being paid. 

Sec. 2 Regular meetings of tbe Board of Managers shall be held 
bi-monthly to audit accounts and transact other business; special 
meetings may be called hy any member of the Board. 
. Sec. 3, The President shall annually appoint the following standing 
committees — 

Committee on Finance of three members, and one member of the 
committee on Trial Orchards and Trial Stations, of three members, 
to be appointed for a term of 3 years, and such other committees as 
may from time to time be necessary. . 

Sec. 4. It shall be tbe duty of the Finance Committee to settle 
with the Treasurer and to examine and report upon all bills and 
claims against the Society which may have been presented and re- 
ferred to them,- provided, however, that no member of tbe Bxecudve 
Committee shall be a member of the Finance Committee aforesaid. 

Sec. 6. The Trial Orchard Committee shall have general control 
of the locating, plautisg and care of all trial orchards and trial 
stations, and may visit collectively each orchard and station ones each 
year or oftener If deemed necessary. Meetings of the Committee 
may be called at any time by the President of the Society or by the 
Superintendent of Trial Orchards. 
Article VIII. — Miscellaneous 

Sec. 1. The foregoing Rules and By-Laws shall take effect and 
be in force from the date of their adoption.
